M any plans have been 
submitted, the one finding the g re a t­ 
est support, providing fo r reduction 
of each nation’s arinanent consistent 
with the m aintenance with domestic 
tranquility; the league is to be ulti­ 
mate judge as to the size of army 
and navy needed by the member n a ­ 
tions. 
The m anner of raising arm ies 
would be left to the individual coun­ 
tie s . 
Only g re a t emergencies would be 
likely to call armies to d istan t pointe. 
Trouble 
would he 
settled by 
the 
armies nearer to the district effect­ 
ed. 
It is 
believed this plan 
will 
meet wdth the readiest approval o f 
all countries, since it m eans the least 
change in present methods and over­ 
come the natural prejudice against 
sending troop* to distant lands, e x ­ 
cept in the case of greatest procrea­ 
tion.

draw ing up the constitution for the 
league of nations has agreed pro-

may be made within the state when 
it i- to he used exclusively by the 
a n k er or the members of bis house­ 
hold. 
That the making of wine and cider 
i- not prohibited by the prohibition 
law i- -bown by the following sec­ 
tion of the act: 
Tile Mate prohibition law provides 
in Section 5: “The provisions of this 
act shall not bo construed to prohibit 
any person from manufacturing for 
In* own domestic consumption wine 
or cider. 
Nor shall this act be con­ 
strued to prohibit a person from giv­ 
ing intoxicating 
liquor in his 
own 
home, which is not a place of public 
resort.’’ 
AH. Kruyer states that the feder­ 
al laws provide that before any per­ 
son can m anufacture wine or other 
alcoholic beverage for personal use 
he must 
obtain a permit 
from the 
collector of internal revenue. 
The 
permit is issued without cost to the 
applicant. 
The requirement is made, 
it is stated, so th at the government 
will know exactly where vine and 
such beverages are being rnadt* and 
in this way it will be better enabled 
to 
guard against violations 
of the 
federal liquor laws. 
It appears from the number of 


permits 
issued th at 
comparatively 
few people in Indiana know of thus 
requirement. 
The department is of 
the opinion that hundreds of people 
make wine and cider, although only 
a few permits have been requested. 
The small number is undoubtedly due 
to ignorance of the law’, rather than 
to any desire to evade it. 
The regulation, Air. Kruyer, said, 
provides that 
any individual 
may 
make 200 gallons of wine in his own 
home for use therein without having 
to pay a federal tax, if a permit is 
obtaincd each year. 
All wine in ex­ 
cess of 200 gallons is taxable. 
l f the collector finds that the liq­ 
uor is manufactured in violation of 
any of the provisions of the regula­ 
tion all of the liquor is subject, not 
only to the tax, but also to a 200 per 
cent penalty. 
Thus liquor of more 
than legally specified gravity w'ould 
he taxable at the rate of $16 a gal­ 
lon. 
In ease the revenue officers find 
any person selling or otherwise illeg­ 
ally disposing of w'ine made under a 
home permit the offender not only 
will face state prosecution, but also 
federal indictment for failure to pay 
the retail tax 
a-*e-sed against 
all 
dealers in liquors.

Winona College Offered.

Muncie, February 5— Approval of 
the proposal that the state of Indi­ 
ana take over the property at Wino­ 
na College 
at Winona Lake 
to be 
operated as a northern division of 
the Indiana State Normal school was 
voted by the trustees of the board 
o f directors o f the school at a meet­ 
ing held here today. 


Knoxville, Tenn.— Surpassed only by 
the R oosevelt dam and Niagara fails, 
and the largest dam east of the Roose­ 
velt dam, is the mammoth new dat*i 
just com pleted at Cheoab, in the moun­ 
tains 47 m iles south of Knoxville. 
Twelve hundred men worked over 
two years on it. 
Two hundred thou­ 
sand cubic yards of concrete were 
used. It is 210 feet high from surface 
of river to crest. 
It raises a mist IOO 
feet high as its w ater strikes the river 
after flowing over the top. 
It is 350 
feet long at tile base, 72b feet long at 
the top, 175 feet thick at the base and 
12 feet thick at the top. Six days were 
required to fill the luke behind it, 
which is ten m iles long; engineers had 
figured on 21 days, but a heavy rain 
helped. 
It will produce 7,500 units 
more of horsepower than the combined 
consumption of Knoxville, Memphis, 
Chattanooga and Nashville, or over 
80,000 horsepower. 
It is alm ost Iden­ 
tical with the Roosevelt dam in the 
W est. 
The cost was over $1,000,000. 
Another dam w ill also be built iii that 
region. 
It w as built by and for the 
Knoxville Pow er company, an ally o. 
the Aluminum Company of America.
